PACIFIC 

Attractions — Looking north, what appears to be caves 
are actually man-made tunnels cut into the sandstone 
bluffs while mining silica. 


GRAY SUMMIT 

Attractions —This community sits directly above a rail- 
road tunnel about one mile in length. The town was 
named “Summit” because it is one of the two highest 
points of land on the railroad between St. Louis and 
Kansas City. The 1,600-acre Missouri Botanical Garden 
Arboretum, with more than 500 species of wild flowers, 
shrubs and trees, is located in Gray Summit. 


WASHINGTON ® 

Attractions — Washington is nestled on the banks of 
the Missouri River in the heart of wine country. The 
charming 19th Century brick architecture plus quaint 
and unique specialty gift and antique shops attract visi- 
tors from across the country. The Missouri Meerschaum 
Company, the only manufacturer of corncob pipes in the 
world, is located here. Annual festivals are held in May, 
August .and September.

Attractions — In 1858, Tipton became the eastern 
boundary of the Overland Mail. Mail was brought from 
San Francisco by stagecoach, transferred to the Pacific 
Railroad and taken east to St. Louis. It took 25 days 
for mail to reach St. Louis from San Francisco. 


SEDALIA ® 

Attractions — The “Queen City of the Prairies,” lo- 
cated at the crossroads of routes 50 and 65, is home to 
the Missouri State Fair, attended by more than 300,000 
people each year. This western gateway to the Katy 
Trail is home to the Scott Joplin Ragtime Festival, 
Bothwell Lodge State Historic Site and a historic down- 
town district.

Attractions — Named for the town’s founder, this 
sprawling suburb of Kansas City is near the final resting 
place of Cole Younger, one of the infamous James Gang. 
Lee's Summit is home to Longview Community Col- 
lege, Unity Village and John Knox Village.
